HUMANITIES CONFERENCE HELD 


Thirty-five librarians from across the state were registered 
participants in “The Humanities Connection,” a two-day 
conference held June 7-8 at the Performing Arts Center 
in Tulsa. The purpose of the conference was to 
demonstrate types of public programming now eligible for 
funding support from the Oklahoma Humanities Com- 
mittee. 


Hosted by the Arts and Humanities Council of Tulsa with 
numerous co-sponsors, including the Metropolitan 
Library System and the Tulsa City-County Libraries, the 
conference included programs on contemporary Black 
literature, local history, Renaissance art and architecture, 
and folk culture. The project was supported by a grant 


from the Oklahoma Humanities Committee and the Na- 


ACTORS in Renaissance costume welcomed librarians and 
other participants to Philbrook Art Center as part of a two- -day 


conference held last month illustrating the types of public pro- 


tional Endowment for the Humanities. 


Susan Cady, executive director of the Indiana Library 
and Trustee Associations, described the Humanist-in- 
Residence programs supported by the Indiana Commit- 
tee for the Humanities. The project is designed to place. 
12 scholars in the humanities in as many libraries for two 
months each over this and next summer. The primary 
emphasis of the scholars’ activities will be in collection 
evaluation and development, the planning and con- 
ducting of public programs, and in-service training for 
library staffs on humanities topics.

ALA CONFERENCE BRIEFS

Intermittent showers early in the week greeted conveners 
at the 1978 ALA Conference in Chicago, June 24-29, but 
warm pleasant days prevailed during the remainder of 
the 97th annual meeting. Headlining the speech-making 
were Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr., historian and writer, Erma 
Bombeck, author, columnist and TV personality, and 
Ernest L. Boyer, U. S. Commissioner of Education, as 
nearly 12,000 conferees gathered at the Palmer House, 


the Conrad Hilton and other loop hotels, Several gala

social events brightened the busy conference which open- 
ed with a flair at the Chicago Cultural Center (former 
Central Library Building) where an all-conference wine 
and cheese reception was held. 


Concerns of the profession which were dealt with at the 
conference included sex and race discrimination, Califor- 
nia’s Proposition 13, ERA, a national library plan, and 
proposed LC budget cuts. In addition, Council took ac- 
tion that would require all ALA publications which adver-

tised library positions to include a salary range for each. 
The vote was in favor of the recommendation 76-40 
although arguments were given which noted that salary 
listing is not required by EEOC and that many universities 
and colleges are not permitted to advertise salaries. One 
of the major issues considered in Council was a resolution 
to have ALA Headquarters removed from Chicago by 
next March because Illinois has not ratified ERA. The 
resolution was defeated after long debate. A subsequent 
motion was made to hold the 1979 ALA Midwinter 
Meeting in a city other than Chicago and action followed 
to locate that meeting in “the Washington Area.” Details 
should be forthcoming from ALA Headquarters within 
two weeks. 


Other actions included a “Councilor’s Accountability” 
vote which requires that every vote cast by every Coun- 
cilor be recorded and made available to the membership. 
An ALA section on Library Service to the deaf was ap- 
proved, the proposed Ethnicity Roundtable was denied, 
and a resolution passed restating ALA’s position on Af- 
firmative Action, in view of the fact that the Allan Bakke 
court victory would “undermine the legal status of Af- 
firmative Action programs.” 


Oklahoma has yet another librarian joining the ALA 
Council ranks as MLS’s Lee Brawner won a place in the 
spring election to that body. Lee was conspicuous at the 
conference as he presided over a meeting of the 
Multitype Library Cooperation Section of ASLA and 
presented a slide show at the Junior Members Round- 
table program. 


The periodical exchange program of KTSD involves an 
Oklahoman, Bill Martin, library director at USAO, who is 
chairman of the Duplicate Exchange Union. Mention was 
made of this program at the conference and the op- 
portunity libraries have to exchange a duplicate list of 
periodicals with 500 other libraries. There is no member- 
ship fee, the only cost being reimbursement of shipping 
costs over 50 cents. Contact Bill for details. 


Jim Alsip, interim director of the Library at OU, in his 
capacity as chairperson of the LAD Buildings and Equip- 
ment Section Committee on Equipment, planned a pro- 
gram on library signage which attracted a large audience 
on Wednesday. 


One of the most unusual devices exhibited at the con- 
ference was the Library of Congress book reading 
machine. The almost robot-like mechanism can read print 


from the average book, although rendered in a hard-to- 
understand monotone. 


Your current chapter councilor from Oklahoma was 
elected at the conference to the Council’s Planning & 
Budget Assembly. He was also named chairman of the ~ 
Library Administration & Management Association 

Nominating Committee for 1978-79. | 


President Moon expressed his frustration over the past 
year, noting that it has not been pleasant presiding over a 
body which was fraught with differences. He said he did 
not enjoy the year as president, watching friend and col- 
league pitted against one another over issues confronting 
the association. At the inaugural banquet on Thursday 
evening, Dr. Russell Shank, university librarian, UCLA, 
was inaugurated ALA President, 1978-79.

Oscar Rose Junior College has been awarded a $40,463 
grant from the U. S. Office of Education to conduct a 
Library Technical Assistant Training Program during the 
1978-79 academic year. The program will be a continua- 
tion of the Talkback TV program which was initiated last 
year by Oscar Rose and the Oklahoma Department of 
Libraries. Some 100 students enrolled at satellite televi- 

sion stations located over the state. 


Courses to be offered under the new grant are ~ 
“Automated Library Services” in the fall semester, “In- 
troduction to Audio-Visual Equipment and Services” next 
spring and “Library Services for Children and xa ; 
Adults” in summer 1979.

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TCCL SEEKS SUPPORT 


Voters in Tulsa County will vote August 22 on a one-mill 
increase in ad valorem tax support for the Tulsa City- 
County Library System. The decision to place the Library 
question on the ballot was based on a funding problem in- 
dicated by the Library’s five-year financial projection. 


Conservative estimates indicate that TCCL income and 
expenses over the next five years would fall short of its 
budget requirements by $276,799 in fiscal year 1979-80, 
assuming the library provides no new services or 
buildings. By FY 1981-82 the income shortage is 
estimated at $411,743. 


TCCL Assistant Director Jan Keene says three major fac- 
tors are contributing most heavily to the funding problem. 
They are: the ever increasing rate of inflation, the lower- 
ing of property assessment ratios in Tulsa County, and a 
substantial increase in utility rates. 


A Citizens for Libraries committee has recently been 
formed and is launching a County-wide campaign to pass 
the library question on August 22.

JOB CENTER OPENS 


The Metropolitan Library System has opened a new “Job 
Book Center” on the third floor of the Main Library in 
downtown Oklahoma City. Funded through LSCA funds 
and a special purpose grant from the Oklahoma Depart- 


ment of Libraries, the center has over 75 different books 
containing information on how to write resumes, pass a 
civil service test, and help for those wishing to pass the 
General Educational Development (GED) test for high 
school equivalency or a college entrance examination. 
Branch libraries also have some materials relating to job 
hunting and career opportunities. Books are loaned for 
seven days and may be returned to any branch of the city- 
county library system. 


IMAGE DIRECTOR NAMED 


Dr. Kay Parker Fagin has been selected as director of the 
Oklahoma Image Statewide Humanities Project. The pro- 
posal for this project which focuses on the multi-cultural 
heritage of the Sooner State is pending before the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humanities this summer. 
Notification of the grant award is anticipated by October, 
1978.

NEW POSTAL RATES 


Increases in postal rates for libraries took another jump on 
July 6, and will continue rising each year through 1987. 
The first pound will now cost 14° and each additional 
pound through seven pounds will cost 5*. Each pound 
thereafter will be 4°. Graduated increases effective July 
6th of each year will bring rates to 38*, 13° and 7* respec- 
tively by 1987. 


According to a special bulletin circulated May 19 by the 
U.S. Postal Service, library rates include: “Books; printed 
music; bound volumes of academic theses; sound recor- 
dings; periodicals; other library materials; museum and 
herbarium materials; 16-millimeter or narrower width 
films, filmstrip transparencies, slides, microfilms; scientific 
or mathematical kits, instruments, or other devices; also, 
catalogs, guides or scripts for some of these materials.” 


Book rates have also been increased. For more informa- 
tion on the postal increases, see the May 30 Federal 
Register (pp230-39--58) or request a copy of the May 29 
issue of the USPS Postal Bulletin from the Postal Service, 
Directives and Forms Division, Washington, DC 20260.

Last year, a tour of the Women’s Unit at the Oklahoma 
State Penitentiary by members of Governor Boren’s

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TULSA VOTES INCREASED MILLAGE 


YOUNG library patrons across Tulsa County got into the cam- 
paign act on election day by displaying their banners on the 
corners of busy intersections during rush hour traffic periods. 


Tulsa City-County Library staff-members were all smiles 
August 23rd (and still are) over the passage of a one-mill 
increase in annual support of the Tulsa Library System. 
Tulsa County voters approved the library question on the 
August 22 election ballot by an overwhelming 55.5% 
margin, providing TCCL with a $1.2 million increase in 
mill levy income beginning in the 1979-80 fiscal year. 


As a result of the funding victory, TCCL will now be able 
to continue to meet its annual operating expenses and to 
provide quality service to the residents of Tulsa County. 
The additional millage will allow the library to embark 
upon a ten-year building program which includes the 
construction of a west and south regional library, and the 
expansion or relocation of several branch libraries. Future 
plans also include the installation of an automated circula- 
tion system. 


The recipient of income from a two-mill ad valorem tax 
levy since 1974, TCCL is now the first library system in 
the state to be supported by a three-mill levy. Since the 
passage of State Question 507 in November, 1976, 
Oklahoma’s constitution has allowed a maximum four- 
mill ceiling for library system support. 


How did it happen? Why was a tax hike approved in the 
wake of the passage of California's Proposition 13 anda 
nationwide tax revolt? 


According to TCCL Director Pat Woodrum, “The securi- 
ty of our libraries’ future has become a reality only 
because of the continuing support displayed by the peo- 
ple of Tulsa County and our news media. Throughout the 
week leading up to the election we were constantly 
reminded of the numerous ways in which the media and 
the public continually support, assist and enhance the 
library.” 


Hundreds of citizens and_ staff volunteers worked 
thousands of hours on a full scale campaign headed by a 
Citizens for Libraries Steering Committee. Every possible 
campaign technique was carried out, producing mind- 
boggling results. 


The following statistics illustrate the amount of work ac- 
complished: fund raisers collected $10,000 in campaign 
donations; 175,000 brochures were sent out in monthly 
mailings of water bills, bank statements, businesses’ 
employee paychecks, etc.; more than 400 library articles 
appeared in County newspapers since the election was 
formally announced March 29; staff and volunteers 
presented programs for more than 50 community 
organizations; 12 radio and TV public service spots were 
produced and aired regularly by Tulsa stations; library 
supporters appeared on 32 radio and TV programs; 
1,500 posters were displayed in public buildings; 15,000 
homes were contacted by telephone bank volunteers; 80 
yard signs were placed in strategic locations; 9,000 
reminder post cards were mailed by volunteers to their 
friends; 20,000 bookmarks were placed in library books; 
9,500 flyers were distributed door-to-door; 900 names 
were collected for full to 1/4 page endorsement ads ap- 
pearing in eight newspapers. And the list goes on... 
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LAND SURVEY RECORDS 
COME HOME 


Over 100 years after they were begun by Ehud Darling 
and his 12 crews, Oklahoma’s land survey records have 
finally come home and are shelved and ready for use in 
the Archives and Records Division of the Oklahoma 
Department of Libraries. 


This is the first time in the history of our state that all of 
our land records are available in one place, and until their 
arrival, Oklahoma was the only state in the Union without 
either the originals or a complete set of photostatic copies 
of its land records. 


The records date back to July 25, 1870, when the first 
survey crews began work on lands in the Chickasaw In- 
dian Nation near old Fort Arbuckle in what is now Murray 
County. These records are the original descriptions of 


lands surveyed and do not show any personal ownership 
of land. 


When notified of the transfer of records from the Bureau 
of Land Management in Silver Springs, MD, Governor 
David L. Boren designated ODL as the official custodian 
of these records for the people of Oklahoma. Archives 
staff worked diligently to shelve the one and a half tons of 
materials. Now, some 3,200 plats and 235 volumes of 
field notes, along with an indexing system, are ready and 
waiting for the researchers and others interested in the 
state’s land records. The bound copies represent some 
90,000 pages of records and take up about 52 cubic feet 
of space in the third floor archival section of the ODL 
building at 200 NE 18th.

PUBLIC SPEAKS OUT — 
ON HB 1714 


The Board of the Oklahoma Department of Libraries held 
a public hearing on Thursday, August 17, for the purpose 
of giving representatives from state agencies and other in- 
terested persons an opportunity to speak out on HB 
1714. The controversial bill, which was passed by the 
36th Legislature, establishes a clearinghouse for state 
agency publications and requires that agencies deposit 25 
copies of items published for external distribution with 
ODL. Unlike the old law requiring 100 copies, HB 1714 
requires the attorney general to initiate mandamus pro- 
ceedings for agency non- ‘compliance upon Prone notice 
from the director of ODL. 


Some 70 persons were in attendance representing 
over 30 state agencies and libraries. Robert L. Clark Jr., 
director of ODL, gave a brief background on the bill, and 
Irma Tomberlin, professor at the O.U. School of Library 
Science, reported on the results of her study of the use 
and preservation of state documents in Oklahoma. 


Clark then asked for comments from the audience. Fif- 
teen persons asked questions, made comments and voic- 
ed concerns during the meeting which lasted 2-1/2 
hours. 


After listening to the speakers, Frank Gibbard, ODL board 
member from Sulphur, moved that in view of the interest 
shown in the rules and regulations concerning HB 1714, 
the board postpone and defer until a later date adoption 
of rules for implementation of the Clearinghouse so that 
study could be made of materials presented at the hear- 
ing. Mrs. Fern Ward of Muskogee, seconded the motion 
and it was approved. 


Mrs. Georgia LaMar, chairman of the board, then thank- 
ed everyone for coming and recessed the meeting for 10 
minutes before reconvening to consider other matters on 
the agenda. The ODL Board will meet again at 10:30 
a.m. on Thursday, October 19 to consider adoption of the 
rules for implementation of the Clearinghouse.

The Oklahoma Department of Libraries has selected four 
systems and one unaffiliated library to receive personnel 
grants for fiscal year 1979. The libraries are: Western 
Plains Library System, Southern Prairie Library System, 
Chickasaw Library System, Choctaw Nation Library 
System and Enid Public Library. 


ODL has allocated $76,500 which will pay the salaries of 
the five reference librarians for areas where there are no 
professional reference librarians already on the staff. All 
systems and libraries serving over 25,000 persons were 
invited to apply with primary consideration going to OTIS 
transmission sites. 


Besides providing improved reference service in these 
areas, it is hoped that other benefits accruing from the 
personnel grants will include reference workshops for 
staff in these areas and improved interlibrary loan transac- 
tions.

Bellmon and Bartlett were responsible 
for the $270,000 Congressional appropriation which 
provided funds for copying Oklahoma’s records. 


A recent visitor to the Oklahoma Department of 
Libraries was U.S. Senator Henry Bellmon (R-OK). 
While here for the awards presentation of the NEH grant 
for the Oklahoma Image project, Bellmon was given a 
tour of the building. 

During the tour of the archives, Marietta Malzer, head 
of the archives and record division, showed Bellmon 
where the newly received land survey records are housed 
and presented the Senator with a copy of the surveys for 
his farm in Billings. Bellmon and Senator Dewey Bartlett 
were instrumental in securing a $270,000 Congressional 
appropriation so the Bureau of Land Management could 
furnish bound, photostatic copies of Oklahoma’s land 
records to ODL. 

The records arrived here from BLM in August and 
Malzer reports extensive use of the surveys. Since August 
31, over 75 requests have resulted in some 800 copies of 
the field notes and surveys. 

Last stop for the Senator was the OCLC terminal. 
Librarian Susan Bradley pulled a record on the terminal 
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for the Senator to see, while Robert L. Clark Jr.,.director 
of ODL, explained the system to him. The Senator was 
pleased to learn that through interlibrary loan, his home 
town of Billings, has access to the four million records in 
the data base. 


Long Range Pian Ready 


Hot off the presses is the new “Oklahoma Long Range 
Program for Library Development 1979-1984.” Dev- 
eloped by the Oklahoma Department of Libraries as part 
of the requirements for federal assistance under the 
Library Services and Construction Act, the document 
delineates, in a very readable style, a mission and 
challenge for all Oklahoma librarians. Relating to results 
of both the Needs Assessment Study of Oklahoma 
Libraries undertaken by Battelle, and the Oklahoma 
Governor’s Conference, the overall problems of 
Oklahoma libraries are summarized together with plans to 
overcome our current plight. 

The document, developed in six sections, sets forth a 
brief history of the State’s libraries in the Introduction. 
The library needs of the State’s populations are outlined in 
Section two, followed by goals and objectives for meeting 
those needs in Section three. Action statements which 
define specific directions and projects are identified 
separately. Methods of evaluation and dissemination as 
well as the criteria and priorities that will be used to carry 
out the program form the final sections of the document. 
The agenda also includes some valuable source data. — 

The Long-Range Program, which lists a total of 14 
goals, is directed toward the overall purpose of providing 
adequate library services to all the citizens of Oklahoma. 
This mission challenges all Oklahoma librarians, especi- 
ally in the areas of interlibrary cooperation and network- 
ing. 

The Program, adopted by the Oklahoma Department of 
Libraries’ Board, on October 19, 1978, is a viable docu- 
ment which will be amended at least annually. The 
“Oklahoma Long-Range Program for Library Develop- 
ment 1979-1984” is available from the Oklahoma Depart- 
ment of Libraries, Administrative Office, 200 N.E. 18, 
Oklahoma City, OK.

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OLA Forms FOLIO 


The Oklahoma Library Association, with the assistance 
of the Oklahoma Department of Libraries, has formed a 
new organization to be known as FOLIO (Friends of 
Libraries in Oklahoma). 

FOLIO is an outgrowth of the Oklahoma Governor’s 
Conference on Libraries and Information Services which 
was held last spring in Oklahoma City. One of the 55 
resolutions passed by the 100 lay and 50 library delegates 
called for the formulation of a state-wide Friends group to 
assist all types of libraries. 

Purpose of the organization is three-fold. It will work 
locally to assist in forming support groups for individual 
libraries; it will exchange ideas among groups for 
programs, fund raising, etc.; and it will work for 
statewide support of all types of library programs. 

Pat Woodrum, OLA president, has appointed a steering 
commitee for FOLIO which will function until March, 1979 
when a new slate of officers and a constitution and bylaws 
will be voted on at the OLA annual conference. Serving 
as chairman of the interim committee is Ted Rodarm. 
Other members of the committee are Anne Masters, 
Barbara Eskridge, Aarone Corwinn, Dean Doerr, Harry 
Seay III, Lee Brawner, Rosemary Brown, Thordis 
Helland, Lillian Norberg and Marilyn Vesely. 

Charter memberships in folio are now available from 
Aarone Corwin, 4509 SE 15th St., Del City, OK 73115. 
Dues are $3 for individuals and $10 for local friends 
organizations. The first annual meeting of the group, will 
be at the OLA Conference in Oklahoma City next March. 


Libraries Beware

Price Increase 


For Gazette 


The Oklahoma Gazette, a bimonthly publication 
of state agency rules and regulations, began 
publication on January 2, 1962. Since that time, 


there has been no price change. Unfortunately, the 
cost of producing this document has now increased 
to the point where an increase will be necessary. As 
of January 1, 1979, the yearly subscription rate of 
the Gazette will be $20.00 and each individual 
copy will cost $1.00. This increase is in accord with 
75 Oklahoma Statutes, 255. 


Speak-Outs Well Attended 


Some 800 persons have participated in the regional 
Speak-Outs which have taken place during October and 
November over the state. An outgrowth of the Gover- 


nor’s Conference on Libraries and Information Services, — 


the 13 grass roots meetings have been attended by citi- 
zens, library professionals, local and state officials. 
Each program has consisted of an information session, 


followed by the discussion of local library concerns. This _ 
has allowed each area to focus on its specific needs. For — 
instance, librarians in southeast Oklahoma asked for 


more help in planning low cost programs. The Lawton 
area wanted more immediate access to U.S. Govern- 
ment documents. The Panhandle was concerned po 
inadequate funding and personnel. 

Questions were raised about all types of ibs thelr 
services, facilities, support and staff. Citizens were 
amazed to learn that the total state support of public 
libraries is about equal to the cost of building one-third 
mile of four-lane highway. 

Suggestions coming from the Speak-Outs will be acted 
upon by the Oklahoma Department of Libraries, or taken 
to the White House Conference on Library and Informa- 
tion Services by the Oklahoma delegation when Ree 
attend next Fall.

Tahlequah 
Dedicates 
New Library 


Tahlequah has always been at the heart of progressive 


library development in Oklahoma. In 1852, the citizens in| 


Tahlequah started the state’s first library two weeks after 
the city was incorporated. This capitol of the Cherokees 
caught the attention of Andrew Carnegie and in 1904, he 
donated $10,000 for the construction of a library. 

The dedication of the new Tahlequah Public Library on 
October 22 is just another step in the on-going develop- 
ment of libraries by the foresighted citizens of this north- 
eastern city. 

Construction of the Tahlequah Public Library was 
made possible by a $470,000 grant under the Public 
Works Act of 1976. The 11,200 square foot building was 


begun in April, 1977 and completed in August, 1978. 


Furnishings were purchased with contributions from the 
citizens of Tahlequah and revenue sharing funds from the 
city. 

In addition to the adult and children’s sections of the 


library, there is an audio-visual area, where Tahlequah 


newspapers dating back to 1844 are available on micro- 
film, and a multipurpose room, which seats up to 100 
persons. The new structure is connected to the old Car- 
negie building by a glass enclosed lobby. The old building 


will be renovated as the “Carnegie Room,” a meeting 


room seating 150 persons. 


The Tahlequah Public Library is a part of the Eastern | 


Oklahoma District Library System. Consultant assistance 
on the new library was provided for by the Oklahoma 


Department of Libraries.

SEVERAL hundred citizens and visitors attended the 
formal dedication of the new Tahlequah Public Library. 
Mayor Tony Stockton accepted the new building on 
behalf of the citizens and the Friends of the Library, the 
Library Board and the Tahlequah Area Arts and Humani- 
ties Council were all active participants in the event. 


Rules For Clearinghouse Approved 


A set of rules and regulations for the establishment of 
the Oklahoma Publications Clearinghouse were 
approved by the Board of the Oklahoma Department of 
Libraries during a regularly scheduled meeting held 
October 19. Board approval followed a public hearing on 
the proposed rules and regulations held August 17. 

The Publications Clearinghouse was created as a 
division of ODL by the 36th State Legislature under H.B. 
1714. Purpose of the Clearinghouse is to establish an 
Oklahoma government publications depository library 
system for the use of the citizens of the State of 
Oklahoma. 

In compliance with the law, the new rules and 
regulations require that state agencies supported wholly 
or in part by state funds shall deposit 25 copies of their 
state publications with the Clearinghouse immediately 
upon publication. 

“State publications” include those produced by the 
authority of “the state, the legislature, constitutional 
officers, any state department, committee, sub-state 
planning district, or other state agency supported wholly 
or in part by state funds.” 

Publications required to be deposited under the rules 
are those “informational materials published by the 
authority of a state agency regardless of the source of 
funds which are intended for distribution to the public and 
which are not compiled and reproduced solely to meet 
the internal operating needs of the agency, its divisions, 
and/or units of government which have a_ direct 
relationship to the state agency in regard to its ability to 
carry out its responsibilities.” 

An Advisory Council, composed of an equal number 
of librarians and state agency representatives, has been 
set up to designate a core collection of the most useful 
and important publications from agencies which will be 
deposited in all participating libraries. Plans are to 
designate at least one depository library in each sub-state 
planning district. 

In response to concerns voiced by representatives from 
several agencies attending the meeting, Robert L. Clark 
Jr., director of ODL, said that he expects it will take 
several months to get all the problems which are inherent 
in any new endeavor worked out. To assist agencies in 
complying with the deposit requirements, the 
Clearinghouse will offer guidelines as examples of the 
kinds of publications which may fall within the definitions 
of the rules and regulations. Copies of the rules and 
regulations are available upon request from ODL, and 
any state agency or individual seeking information about 
compliance with HB 1714 may request clarification from 
the Publications Clearinghouse, ODL, 200 NE 18th 
Street, Oklahoma City, OK 73105. 

In the event of noncompliance by an agency, the rules 
and regulations call for written notice from the Director of 
ODL to the chief administrative officer of the agency 
citing the alleged noncompliance and a date by which 
compliance must be met. The statute requires that further 
failure to comply will result in a report from the Director 
of ODL to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
the President Pro Tempore of the Senate and the State 
Attorney General, who upon such notice, must initiate 
mandamus proceedings. 


The new rules also state that all state agencies must 


provide the Clearinghouse with a complete list of their | 


state publications, including all audio-visual publications, — 
by January 31, 1979. And, the rules include a uniform 
publication cost statement which must be on all 
publications issued by any state agency.

We Knew It All The Time 


A recent survey of the nation’s book-reading habits 
indicates that more than half the adults of America read 
books and television hasn’t caused them to stop. The 
study said 55 Americans in 100 have read a book within 
the past six months and 10 out of 100 say they go 
through 10 or more books in that period of time. 

The survey indicates that bookreaders spend about as 
much time with books as with television. Bookreaders 
are disproportionately female, educated, affluent, white 
and young. Consistently heavy readers are likely to be 
well-to-do white housewives. Nearly half of the book 
readers read in bed. 

The survey was conducted by the firm of Yankelovich, 
Skelly and White for the non-profit Book Industry Study 
Group, which seeks to increase reading and expand the 
market for books. Probably most of the study results will 
not surprise librarians who are well aware of America’s 
reading habits. 


Oral History Project 


The Southwestern Library Association and the National 
Endowment for the Humanities have teamed up to 
develop an oral history model for Southwestern libraries. 
NEH has awarded SWLA a grant of $20,000 to fund a 
six-month planning project which began November 1. 
When completed, the project will provide a model for 
training librarians in the techniques of creating, collecting 
and organizing oral history. The training model will also 
include techniques for using oral history in producing 
public programs in Southwestern communities.

State aid has been increased in several states according 
to items published in a recent issue of the Library Journal. 
South Carolina has upped its aid to libraries for the first 
time in five years from 35 to 50 cents per capita. The 
state library agency also won an appropriation of 
$2,092,216—up $411,891. 

Maryland boosted public library aid from $4 to $5 per 
capita and Florida state aid is up $1.5 million. State aid in 
Colorado is up to a new high of $1,914,646.
